THU AFTERMATH OF LONDON 
The gloomy fiasco of the Council of Foreign Ministers 
in London has presented two facts which are clearly 
Visible even at a great distance and through a veil of 
secrecy; there must b e a new attempt to reach agree­ 
ment on peace terms; and b efore that attempt can even 
approach success, the differences that split the London 
meeting must b e resolved. 
Whether the next attempt is another foreign min­ 
isters’ conference, a Truman-Stalin-Attlee meeting, or 
a full-dress conference of the United Nations depends 
on the Big Three. But the form is less important than 
the need for a b asic Big Three agreement. 
Much has b een made of the fact that Secretary 
Byrnes came to the recent unsuccessful meeting as an 
unprepared “amateur.'’ But it is doub tful that an Am­ 
erican delegation armed with the most meticulously pre­ 
pared protocol would have fared much b etter. For Mr. 
Molotov presented a hard-headed program b ased on a 
, political and diplomatic philosophy that is diametrically 
opposed to most Anglo-American b eliefs. 
It is clear that the Soviet Union does not b elieve in 
equal sovereignty: the Big Three won the World War 
and so must dictate the world peace, without allowing 
the small nations a voice in their own destiny. 
The Russian government is responsib le to no one b ut 
\ itself. It is not elected, and it does not countenance 
serious domestic criticism of its policies. This it ob vi- 
o usly b elieves to b e a good method, hence its insistence 
on a wall of secrecy around the fateful Big Three dis­ 
cussions. 
The Russian interpretation of “democracy” is quite 
different from the Anglo-American conception. 
The 
first test of the new “democratic” governments of Euro­ 
pean countries within the Russian orb it has b een their 
acceptab ility to Russia, not to their own people. Major 
opposition there has b een lumped together as “fascist” 
and b loodlessly purged. 
Talk of “free elections” has 
remained talk. 
All this does not necessarily mean that Russia is 
traveling a cynical road toward world domination. Quite 
possib ly the Russian government, in its own eyes, is 
acting fairly, justly and democratically. The troub le is 
• simply that Russian’s whole course of action is repug­ 
nant to the western democracies. 
And those democ­ 
racies, whatever their faults, have had a longer, more 
peaceful and more successful experience in government 
• of, b y and for the people. 
And so there must inevitab ly b e a showdown. Perhaps 
the United States needs b etter preparation b efore the 
next peace meeting. But certainly this government will 
need to exercise its strength and world prestige more 
vigorously. 
We have three strong weapons in dollars, a great 
productive capacity and an atomic b omb . Russia wants 
some of the first, needs the help of the second and re­ 
spects the third. Backed b y these weapons, American 
statesmen should b e ab le to effect the compromise neces­ 
sary to turn world events from their present dangerous 
course and toward recovery and peace. 


HIGHWAY FUNDS 
For many years past it has b een the policy of the 
Pennsylvania State Grange to insist that the revenue 
collected through a tax upon gasoline b e used for high­ 
way purposes only, reminds the “Pennsylvania Grange 
News”. 
From time to time, as the financial going got a 
little tough, the gasoline tax fund has b een raided and 
as a result thousands of miles of roads were never b uilt 
b ecause the money (more than $ 130,000,000) which the 
motorist and farmer had paid had b een used for other 
purposes. 
The General Assemb ly in 1943 and again in 1945 
approved a constitutional amendment which would pro­ 
hib it the use of this revenue for anything other than 
highway purposes. This amendment will b e placed b e­ 
fore the voters of the state at the next election, Novem- 
mer 6th. 
It would seem prob ab le that few citizens 
would vote against such an amendment b ut there is one 
fact ab out constitutional amendments that is often for­ 
gotten. That is, an amendment has to b e approved b y a 
majority of all the people who cast a b allot at the elec­ 
tion. 
It is a well known fact that voters, generally, 
do not b other to vote on amendments. And failure to 
vote is the same as voting against the amendment. 
A campaign is under way at the present time b y the 
Pennsylvania Good Roads Association to insure that all 
voters are familiar with this amendment b efore election 
dav

She is intelligent and not insensitive to the aesthetics 
of the written word. Unfortunately, as a memb er of 
the younger generation—strange how there seems al­ 
ways to b e a Generation called “The Younger,” whose 
personnel changes b ut whose characteristics do not— 
she has b een nourished emotionally on the alarums and 
excursions of war. 
More delicate responses, if they 
ever existed at all, have b een b lunted b y the crash of 
cities, the roar of rockets, the yellow telegrams from 
the War Department. Life is pretty rugged, says the 
philosophy of this Younger Generation; so—“Carpe 
diem!” 
I don’t quarrel with that philosophy; b ut it 
does not make for appreciation of the more fragile 
lyricisms. So, I say, it was not without misgiving tnat 
I shoved a poem under her nose. Here is the poem: 


You thought it was a falling leaf we heard; 
I knew it was the sum m er’s gypsy feet; 
A sound so reticent it scarcely stirred 
The ear so still a m essage to repeat,— 
"I go, and lo, I make my going sweet,” 
W hat wonder you should miss so soft a word? 
You thought it was a falling leaf we heard. 
I know it was the sum m er’s gypsy feet. 
W ith slender torches for her service meet 
The goldenrotl is coming; softer slurred 
M idsummer noises take a note replete 
W ith hint of change; who told the mocking b ird? 
I knew it was the sum m er’s gypsy feet— 
You thought it was a falling leaf we heard. 


My misgivings were justified. 
H er comment, in the b right, 
all-alert accents considered indispensab le in anyone who is really 
on the b eam, w as: “Very nice . . . . I like it . . . Very nice!” 
I 
held my b reath, thinking she was going to add: “I t’s sharp! . . . 
Really sm ooth!” But I was spared that, a t least. Her comment 
proved she had not grasped a t all the soft, sub tle b eauty of this 
famous poem b y Karle Wilson Baker. She damned it with faint 
praise. 
Such a poem is never m erely “nice.” 
It is deeply, 
stirringly lovely. 
This delicate rondel remains, and will remain, 
a perm anent melody in the rem em b ering ear of those who love 
poetry in its softest, most luminous moods. 
(Speaking of the 
present Younger Generation, I m ust note, in fairness, tha t I have 
recently discovered one memorab le exception to its insensitive­ 
ness; so perhaps all is not lost.) 


To get b ack to autum n poetry, one always rememb ers at 
this time of year Bliss Carm an’s “A Vagab ond Song.” It is cer­ 
tainly not so sub tle in its b eauty as the rondel; b ut it has motion, 
cadence, and a certain deb onair, if superficial, rom anticism : 


There is som ething in the Autum n that is native to my b lood— 
Touch of m anner, hint of mood; 
And my heart is like a rime, 
W ith the yellow and the purple and the crimson keeping time. 


The scarlet of the maples can shake me like the cry 
Of b ugles going b y. 
And my lonely spirit thrills 
To see the frosty asters like smoke upon the hills. 


There is som ething in Octob er sets the gypsy b lood astir. 
We must rise and follow her. 
When from every' hill of flame 
She calls and cails each vagab ond b y name. 


We are not quite so naive as we were in the days when Bliss 
Carm an wrote “A Vagab ond Song.” 
It is not very rom antic to 
b e vagab onds when a roaring plane can whisk you around the 
world in a few days. Nor do we prate of our “lonely hearts” or 
our “gypsy b lood;” even though we may have them. This poem 
is fragrant with the emotions of another tim e; b ut still it is 
fragrant. 


There is another poem ab « rt 
autum n which, in its complete­ 
ness, seems destined forever ia 
elude me. 
In it the author, Hum ­ 
b ert Wolfe, not only expresses the 
emotions which come to him as 
the fall of the year appears, b ut 
he refers the them e to his own life 
and the lives of others who have 
passed their youth. I read pa rt of 
it—indeed, all I have ever b een 
ab le ab le to find—in Anne Morrow 
Lindb ergh’s 
b ook, 
“Listen! 
The 
W ind!” 
The b ook’s title is taken 
from the first line. 
The poem it­ 
self is so rich in its song quality, 
and so effective in its somb re emo­ 
tion, tha t I have tried repeatedly 
to find the whole. H um b ert Wolfe, 
who died a few years ago, was a 
very well-known English poet. 
I 
have w ritten to England, only to 
find tha t the volume which includ­ 
ed this fine lyric is out of print 
and unob tainab le. 
No doub t the 
poem exists in an anthology, b ut I 
have b een unab le to find it. 
Per- 
kaps some reader can help me out. 
Here is as much of it as I know, 
b ut even tha t fragm ent is satisfy­ 
ing to an unusual degree: 


Listen! the wind is rising, 
And the air is wild with leaves. 
We have liad our sum m er evenings, 
Now for Octob er eves! 


The great b eech trees lean forw ard 
And strip like a diver. We 
Had b etter turn to the fire, 
And close our minds to the sea 


W here the ships of youth are run­ 
ning, 
Close-hauled on the edge of the 
wind 
W ith all adventure b efore them —. 


“W ith all adventure b efore them ” 
. . . and there, alas, the poem, so 
far as my knowledge goes, comes 
to a vib rant b ut exasperating end; 
for tha t is all Mrs. Lindb ergh quot­ 
ed. 
The first two lines are as 
graphically descriptive as anything 
I know of, of tha t period of the 
year when the wind is b lowing, the 
b right dead leaves are w hirling 
through the air, and the heavy 
tread of w inter is audib le ju st b e­ 
yond the hills. 
Have you any favorite autum n 
poems ? 
I should like to know 
ab out them if you have, and per­ 
haps, if they are not too long, to 
print a few of them in the Com­ 
monplace Book.

As freezing weather approaches, j 
vegetab les which remain in good 
condition in the Victory garden may 
easily b e stored safely for winter 
use. Kale, Brussels sprouts, par­ 
snips and salsify will stand freez­ 
ing, and are usually left in the gar­ 
den, and harvested as needed, until 
just b efore the 
ground freezes 
deeply. 
If parsnips and salsify are dug 
at this stage, washed and enough 
for one meal packed in a paper 
b ag, the b ags can b e stored out­ 
doors in any convenient place where 
they will remain dry and safe from 
animals. They can b e taken into the 
kitchen and thawed out for use as 
needed. 
Tomatoes should b e harvested aft­ 
er the first hard frost. Many can b e 
ripened if laid on a shelf in a warm 
b asement; some prefer to hang 
them up, still attached to the vine. 
Carrots, b eets, turnips, rutab agas, 
potatoes, apples and cab b ages can 
b e stored in an unheated garage or 
shad for several weeks, until the 
outside temperatures have fallen to 
several degrees b elow freezing. If 
the carrots, b eets and turnips are 
placed in b oxes packed 
in soil, 
which is kept moist, in the protec­ 
tion of the garage or shed they will 
keep well in any except extremely 
low temperatures. Sand is not good 
for this packing, as it does not re­ 
tain moisture well. Potatoes should 
not b e packed in this way. 
A b etter method is a cold cel­ 
lar, or b asement room, in which 
the tem perature can b e kept down 
to as near 34 to 38 degrees as pos­ 
sib le, and ventilation provided. In 
such a room, the vegetab les should 
b e stored on shelves, racks, slat 
b ins or solid b oxes, raised off the 
floor. 
A concrete floor should b e 
sprinkled every few days, and an 
earth floor kept somewhat damp. 


Pumpkins, squash and sweet po­ 
tatoes should b e stored in a tem­ 
perature b etween 55 and 65 de­ 
grees, which is often found in 
a 
heated b asement. The crops requir­ 
ing lower temperatures may b e 
kept in heated b asements for some 
time if they are packed in b oxes 
with wet sand ab out them. 
Where b asement storage is not 
practical, an outdoor storage pit 
m ay b e easily constructed b y dig­ 
ging a pit as large as desired, and 
deep enough to stand in. Lay heavy 
b oards over the pit, even with the 
surface, and cover the b oards with a 
mound of earth. A ditch should b a 
dug around the mound to lead *ur- 
face water away from the pit en­ 
trance, which is provided with a 
ladder or steps. A door should b a 
fitted to the entrance, preferab ly 
two doors with an air-space b etween 
them, to keep out the frost. In such 
a pit the fruits and vegetab les may 
b e stored in b oxes, b ins o r o n 
shelves. 
Where the quantity to b e stored 
does not w arrant a large pit, va­ 
rious adaptations of the idea may 
b e used, as shown in the illustra­ 
tion. 
Vegetab les stored should b e in 
good condition, not too old or too 
immature; and tender vegetab les 
which have b een exposed to frost 
should never b e stored. Avoid vege­ 
tab les with b ruises or skin punc­ 
tures, as decay will start from 
these, and never store vegetab les 
which are wet. 
Even the hardiest 
vegetab les should not b e stored if 
they have b een frozen. 
Do not close outdoor root cellars 
tightly until the temperature inside 
has dropped close to freezing, and 
do not cover vegetab les in earth 
pits until the soil has cooled 
o ff 
thoroughly.

Th e Yo u ng Men’s Ch ristian Asso ciatio n h as beco me 
a prev a­ 
lent facto r in training bo th mind and bo dy o f American y o u th . 
Leisu re time, alway s a pro blem fo r many a bo y , h as fo u nd a 
sy no ny m—th e “Y” ! 
Despite th e fact th at 200 members were in 
u nifo rm, last y ear th e W arren Co u nty “Y” membersh ip increased 
by 100, bringing th e to tal membersh ip to 8 74, inclu ding 404 bo y s. 
Du ring th e past y ear th e W arren Co u nty “Y” h as been a 
fo ster h o me to o u r men in u nifo rm. Th e sh o wer ro o m was pro b­ 
ably th e mo st frequ ently o ccu pied, bu t th e swimming po o l, game 
ro o m, ex ercise ro o ms and reading ro o ms were rarely v acant. 
Many serv icemen tempo rarily “o u t o f fu nds” were giv en lo dging 
with o u t co st.

Th e Y. M. C. A. h as maintained a participating relatio n­ 
sh ip, and in so me instances a po sitio n o f leadersh ip, in su ch co m­ 
mu nity enterprises as th e Ministerial Asso ciatio n, th e Co u ncil o f 
Co mmu nity Agencies, th e Ch ristian Yo u th Co u ncil, th e Ch ristian 
Ch u rch , th e War Fu nd, and th e Week-Day Sch o o l o f Religio u s 
Edu catio n. 
Th e Co mmu nity Adu lt Bible Class, spo nso red by th e “Y”, 
h eld 16 Th u rsday nigh t sessio ns, beginning Febru ary 1. One h u n­ 
dred and eigh ty -sev en men and wo men attended. 
Th ree lenten 
Bible-stu dy , su pper meetings fo r bo y s were co ndu cted with an 
av erage attendance o f 36. Th e membersh ip o f th e W arren Fo re­ 
man’s Clu b, also o rganized by th e “Y”, grew to a reco rd-breaking 
to tal o f 110.

Fo r th e co ming y ear ev ery Y. M. C. A. in th e co u ntry realizes 
its mo st impo rtant task will be to h elp disch arged serv icemen 
adju st th emselv es to civ ilian life, to assist th e rebu ilding o f war- 
weary minds and bo dies with ex ercise, entertainment and kind­ 
ness, to sh o w th em th at th e American way o f life fo r wh ich th ey 
gav e so mu ch is no t a my th , bu t v ery , v ery real.

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THE AFTERMATH OF LONDON 
The gloomy fiasco of the Council of Foreign Ministers 
in London has presented two facts which are clearly 
visible even at a great distance and through a veil of 
secrecy; there must be a new attempt to reach agree­ 
ment on peace terms; and before that attempt can even 
approach success, the differences that split the London 
meeting must be resolved. 
Whether the next attempt is another foreign min­ 
isters’ conference, a Truman-Stalin-Attlee meeting, or 
a full-dress conference of the United Nations depends 
on the Big Three. But the form is less important than 
the need for a basic Big Three agreement. 
Much has been made of the fact that Secretary 
Byrnes came to the recent unsuccessful meeting as an 
unprepared “amateur.’’ But it is doubtful that an Am­ 
erican delegation armed with the most meticulously pre­ 
pared protocol would have fared much better. For Mr. 
Molotov presented a hard-headed program based on a 
political and diplomatic philosophy that is diametrically 
opposed to most Anglo-American beliefs. 
It is clear that the Soviet Union does not believe in 
equal sovereignty: the Big Three won the World War 
and so must dictate the world peace, without allowing 
the small nations a voice in their own destiny. 
The Russian government is responsible to no one but 
itself. 
It is not elected, and it does not countenance 
serious domestic criticism of its policies. This it obvi­ 
ously believes to be a good method, hence its insistence 
on a wrall of secrecy around the fateful Big Three dis­ 
cussions. 
The Russian interpretation of “democracy” is quite 
different from the Anglo-American conception. 
The 
first test of the new “democratic” governments of Euro­ 
pean countries within the Russian orbit has been their 
acceptability to Russia, not to their own people. Major 
opposition there has been lumped together as “fascist” 
and bloodlessly purged. 
Talk of “free elections” has 
remained talk. 
All this does not necessarily mean that Russia is 
traveling a cynical road toward world domination. Quite 
possibly the Russian government, in its own eyes, is 
acting fairly, justly and democratically. The trouble is 
simply that Russian’s wrhole course of action is repug­ 
nant to the western democracies. 
And those democ­ 
racies, whatever their faults, have had a longer, more 
peaceful and more successful experience in government 
of, by and for the people. 
And so there must inevitably be a showdown. Perhaps 
the United States needs better preparation before the 
next peace meeting. But certainly this government wall 
need to exercise its strength and world prestige more 
vigorously. 
We have three strong weapons in dollars, a great 
productive capacity and an atomic bomb. Russia wants 
some of the first, needs th*- help of the second and re­ 
spects the third. Backed by these weapons. American 
statesmen should be able to effect the compromise neces­ 
sary to turn world events from their present dangerous 
course and toward recovery and peace. 


HIGHWAY FUNDS 
For many years past it has been the policy of the 
Pennsylvania State Grange to insist that the revenue 
collected through a tax upon gasoline be used for high­ 
way purposes only, reminds the “Pennsylvania Grange 
News”. 
From time to time, as the financial going got a 
little tough, the gasoline tax fund has been raided and 
as a result thousands of miles of roads were never built 
because the money (more than $130,000,000) which the 
motorist and farmer had paid had been used for other 
purposes. 
The General Assembly in 1943 and again in 1945 
approved a constitutional amendment which would pro­ 
hibit the use of this revenue for anything other than 
highway purposes. This amendment wiU be placed be­ 
fore the voters of the state at the next election, Novein- 
mer 6th. 
It would seem probable that few citizens 
would vote against such an amendment but there is one 
la d about constitutional amendments that is often for­ 
gotten. That is, an amendment has to be approved by a 
majority of all the people who cast a ballot at the elec­ 
tion. 
It is a well known fact that voters, generally, 
do not bother to vote on amendments. And failure to 
v ote is the same as voting against the amendment. 
A campaign is under way at th*' present time by the 
Pennsylvania Good Roads Association to insure that all 
voters are familiar with this amendment before election

She is intelligent and not insensitive to the aesthetics 
of the written word. 
Unfortunately, as a member of 
the younger generation—strange how there seems al­ 
ways to be a Generation called “The Younger,” whose 
personnel changes but whose characteristics do not— 
she has been nourished emotionally on the alarums and 
excursions of war. 
More delicate responses, if they 
ever existed at all, have been blunted by the crash of 
cities, the roar of rockets, the yellow telegrams from 
the War Department. Life is pretty rugged, says the 
philosophy of this Younger Generation; so—“Carpe 
diem!” 
I don’t quarrel with that philosophy; but it 
does not make for appreciation of the more fragile 
lyricisms. So, I say, it was not without misgiving that 
I shoved a poem under her nose. Here is the poem: 


You thought it was a falling leaf we heard; 
I knew it was the summer’s gypsy feet; 
A sound so reticent it scarcely stirred 
The ear so still a message to repeat,— 
“I go, and lo, I make my going sweet,” 
Wliat wonder you should miss so soft a word? 
You thought it was a falling leaf we heard. 
I knew’ it was the summer’s gypsy feet. 
VV itll slender torches for her service meet 
Tile goldenrod is coming; softer slurred 
Midsummer noises take a note replete 
With hint of change; who told the mocking bird? 
I knew it was the summer’s gypsy foet— 
You thought it was a falling leaf we heard. 


My m isgivings ware justified. 
H er comment, in the bright, 
all-alert accents considered indispensable in anyone who is really 
on the beam, w as: “Very nice . . . . I like it . . . Very nice!” 
I 
held my breath, thinking she was going to add: “I t’s sharp! . . . 
Really sm ooth!” B ut I was spared that, a t least. H er com ment 
proved she had not grasped a t all the soft, subtle beauty of this 
fam ous poem by Karle Wilson Baker. 
She damned it w ith faint 
praise. 
Such a poem is never m erely “nice.” 
It is deeply, 
stirringly lovely. 
This delicate rondel rem ains, and will remain, 
a perm anent melody in the rem em bering ear of those who love 
poetry in its softest, m ost luminous moods. 
(Speaking of the 
present Younger Generation, I m ust note, in fairness, th a t I have 
recently discovered one memorable exception to its insensitive­ 
ness; so perhaps all is not lost.) 


To get back to autum n poetry, one always rem em bers at 
this time of year Bliss C arm an’s “A Vagabond Song.” 
It is cer­ 
tainly not so subtle in its beauty as the rondel; but it has motion, 
cadence, and a certain debonair, if superficial, rom anticism : 


There is something in the Autumn that Is native to my blood— 
Touch of manner, hint of mood; 
And mv heart is like a rime, 
With the yellow and the purple and the crimson keeping time. 


The scarlet of the maples can shake me like the cry 
Of bugles going by. 
And my lonely spirit thrills 
To see the frosty asters like smoke upon the hills. 


There is something In October sets the gypsy blood astir. 
We must rise and follow her, 
When from every' hill of flame 
She calls and calls each vagabond by name. 


We are not quite so naive as we were in the days when Bliss 
C arm an wrote “A Vagabond Song.” 
It is not very rom antic to 
be vagabonds when a roaring plane can whisk you around the 
world in a few days. N or do we prate of our “lonely h earts” or 
our “gypsy blood;” even though we m ay have them. 
This poem 
is frag ran t with the emotions of another tim e; but still it is 
fragrant. 


There is another poem aboqg 
autum n which, in its com plete­ 
ness, seems destined forever ta 
elude me. 
In it the author, H um ­ 
bert Wolfe, not only expresses the 
em otions which come to him as 
the fall of the year appears, but 
he refers the them e to his own life 
and the lives of others who have 
passed their youth. I read p a rt of 
it—indeed, all I have ever been 
able able to find—in Anne M orrow 
Lindbergh’s 
book, 
“Listen! 
The 
W ind!” 
The book’s title is taken 
from the first line. 
The poem it­ 
self is so rich in its song quality, 
and so effective in its sombre emo­ 
tion, th a t I have tried repeatedly 
to find the whole. H um bert Wolfe, 
who died a few years ago, w as a 
very well-known English poet. 
I 
have w ritten to England, only to 
find th a t the volume which includ­ 
ed this fine lyric is out of print 
and unobtainable. 
No doubt the 
poem exists in an anthology, b u t I 
have been unable to find it. 
P er­ 
haps some reader can help me out. 
H ere is as much of it as I know, 
b u t even th a t fragm ent is satisfy­ 
ing to an unusual degree: 


Listen! the wind is ricing, 
And the air is wild with leaves. 
We have had our summer evenings, 
Now for October eves! 


The great beech trees lean forward 
And strip like a diver. We 
Had better turn to the fire, 
And close our minds to the sea 


Where the ships of youth are run­ 
ning, 
Close-hauled on the edge of the 
wind 
With all adventure before them—- 


“W ith all adventure before them ” 
. . . and there, alas, the poem, so 
fa r as my knowledge goes, comes 
to a vibrant but exasperating end; 
for th a t is all Mrs. Lindbergh quot­ 
ed. 
The first two lines are as 
graphically descriptive as anything 
I know of, of th a t period of the 
year when the wind is blowing, the 
bright dead leaves are w hirling 
through the air, and the heavy 
tread of w inter is audible ju st be­ 
yond the hills. 
Have you any favorite autum n 
poem s? 
I should like to know 
about them if you have, and per­ 
haps, if they are not too long, to 
print a few of them in the Com­ 
monplace Book.

As freezing weather approaches, 
vegetables which rem ain in good 
condition in the Victory garden may 
easily be stored safely for winter 
use. Kale, Brussels sprouts, par­ 
snips and salsify will stand freez­ 
ing, and ore usually left in the gar­ 
den, and harve-led as needed, until 
just before the 
ground freezes 
deeply. 
If parsnips and salsify are dug 
at this stage, washed and enough 
for one meal packed in a paper 
bag, the bags can be stored out­ 
doors in any convenient place where 
they will remain dry and safe from 
animals. They can be taken into the 
kitchen and thawed out for use as 
needed. 
Tomatoes should be harvested aft­ 
er the first hard frost. Many can be 
ripened if laid on a shelf in a warm 
basement; some prefer to hang 
them up, still attached to the vine. 
Carrots, beets, turnips, rutabagas, 
potatoes, apples and cabbages can 
be stored in sn unheated garage or 
ailed for several weeks, until tho 
outside tem peratures have fallen to 
several degrees below freezing. If 
the carrots, beets and turnips are 
placed in boxes packed in soil, 
which is kept moist, in the protec­ 
tion of the garage or shed they will 
keep well in any except extremely 
low temperatures. Sand is not good 
for this packing, as it does not re­ 
tain moisture well. Potatoes should 
not be packed in this way. 
A better method is a eold cel­ 
lar, or basement room, in which 
the tem perature can be kept down 
to as near 34 to 38 degrees as pos­ 
sible, and ventilation provided. In 
auch a room, the vegetables should 
be stored on shelves, racks, slat 
bins or solid boxes, raised of? the 
floor. 
A concrete floor should be 
sprinkled every fe v days, and an 
earth floor kept somewhat damp. 


Pumpkins, squash and sweet po. 
tatoes should be stored in a tem­ 
perature between 55 and 65 de- 
grees, which is often found in a 
heated basement. The crops requir­ 
ing lower tem peratures m ay ba 
kept in heated basements for some 
time if they are packed in boxes 
with wet sand about them. 
Where basement storage is not 
practical, an outdoor storage pit 
m ay be easily constructed by dig­ 
ging a pit as large as desired, and 
deep enough to stand in. Lay heavy 
boards over the pit, even with the 
surface, and cover the boards with a 
mound of earth. A ditch should ba 
dug around the mound to lead sur­ 
face water away from the pit en­ 
trance, which is provided with a 
ladder or steps. A door should ba 
fitted to the entrance, preferably 
two doors with an air-space between 
them, to keep out the frost. In such 
a pit the fruits and vegetables m ay 
be stored in boxes, bins or on 
shelves. 
Where the quantity to be stored 
does not warrant a large pit, va­ 
rious adaptations of the idea m ay 
be used, as shown in the illustra­ 
tion. 
Vegetables stored should be in 
good condition, not too old or too 
imm ature; and tender vegetables 
which have been exposed to frost 
should never be stored. Avoid vege­ 
tables with bruises or skin punc­ 
tures, as decay will start from 
these, and never store vegetables 
which are wet. 
Even the hardiest 
vegetables should not be stored if 
they have been frozen. 
Do not close outdoor root cellars 
tightly until the temperature inside 
has dropped close to freezing, and 
do not cover vegetables in earth 
pits until the soil has cooled off 
thoroughly.

Under this arrangement the es­ 
timated cos; of the new sewage 
treatment plant is placed at $175,- 
000, which would give the borough 
the sum of $3,450 of their share 
of the fund from the state.

The 1945 legislature limited use 
of the money to such projects as
